Lonpon, April 4.—General Wolseley 
has forwarded to the War Office a signifi- 
Cant report made out by the medical staff 
attached to the Khartoum expedition. 


The subject of the report is the result of 
exposure-to the desert heat of the British | 
troops stationed along the borders of the 
Soudan desert. The report states that if 
the present British military stations 
i the Soudan be maintained fuily 
one-half of the troops will die 
or be disabled by the heat 
before the arrival of antumn. The whole 
tone of this peculiar report, which was 
undgubtedly inspired by General® Wol- 
seley himself, indicates that a decision 
having been reached to that effect, and 


the early withdrawal of the whole British 
force from the Soudan to Egypt and the 
complete abandonment of the Nile-Khar- 
toum expedition. It is announced that 
General Graham has been ordered 
by the government to at once open 
peace negotiations with Osman Dig- 
na or the Sheikhs between Suakimh 
and Berber possessing power ta 
control the natives. It has been stated 
that General Graham has been instructed 
to secure such terms as will enable him 
to evacuate the country at once. Whether 
it was in pursuance of these particular 
instructions or not, General Graham to- 
day withdrew his whole force back from 
Tamai to Suakim, leaving only a small 
contingent at General MecNeill’s zereba. 
It is believed that no operations will be 
undertaken against the Tamains. The 
heat is peculiarly intorable in the ‘desert 
west of Tamai, which itself is almost 
beyond the influence of the water of the 
Red Sea.

Delights of a Trip on a Buckboard—Sights 
Along the Picturesque Route— 
Lemons’”’ Narrow Escape. 


, Without any preamble, we, the 
herein named, desire, in a conspicu- 
ous and public manner, to relinquish, 


withdraw and give over any und all 


rights, claims or intentions to possess 
any part or parcel of the property 


‘lying and situate upon the topmost 


portion of the Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains, in the county of Los 
Angeles, State of California, United 
States of North Ameriéa, called and 
“known as Wilson’s Peak. 

This preliminary announcement 
may not be strictly up to the scratch 
from a syntactical point, but it accu- 
rately expresses the sentiments of the 
trio who, in borrowed words, “saw 
and conquered” the heights, and who 
from that time. forth have had no de- 
sire to ascend any higher than the 
altitude usually reached by a horse-

economical conveyance. 
Leaving the city one Saturday night

This state of things will not do,

all highly m=gnified and concentrated, 
| gingerly, if not more so, emerged’ 
from our bunk and as gingerly made 
a sneak to recapture our truant quad- 
ruped. ‘‘Lemons,’’ we called him, 
from his sour disposition and his re- 
semblance to that fruit after 1t has 
been sapped of its rotundity for pur- 
poses of refreshment. . 

But ‘‘Lemons” was not to be gulled 
by winning twang, and obstinately 
retired to the seclusion of a cactus 
patch, which, with great complacency, 
he proceeded to masticate. I verily 
believe that the old plug would thrive 
if staked out in a brick-yard. He was 
a little antiquated though, and partly 
lacked an ordinary horse’s common 
allowance of epidermal substance. His 
mate was a far superior animal, per- 
fectly regal in her carriage, for which 
we christened her Elizabeth. She had 
a most remarkable mode of locomo- 
tion, it being a sort of combination 
gait, made up of gambol, stride and 
straddle.

Leaving camp at about 8 o’clock, we 
with our quadrupeds bearing blankets, 
harness, etc., started up the “hog- 
back” which-is the approach to the 
mountain via *“Wilscn’s Trail.” 

As this sketch is calculated to be 
descriptive as well as nonsensical, I 
will gratify any possible curiosity by 
touching briefly upon the nature of 
this trail, which leads onward and up- 
ward through scenes of beauty un- 
surpassed in the very “Garden of the 
Gods,” and up to the crowning be- 
wilderment of earthly grandeur. 

Behold a narrow foothold upon the 
mountain side, stretching out in its 
serpentine course up the cafion, below 
which, hundreds of feet down, rushes 
roaring and hissing a brook of crys- 
tal_purity. Here and there, leaning 
far over the depths, is a gigantic pine, 
with its gnarled roots reaching and 
grasping for support boulders of enor- 
mous dimensions, and its brawny arms 
covered with luxuriant yellow moss 
standing out in brilliant contrast to 
its brown and seamed bark. At sev- 
eral points along the way you will 
come to one of these monarchs of the 
heights iying prostrate along the way, 
being held in place by the neighbor- 
ing trees and rocks over which the 
trail passes. 

As near as I can learn, this trail was 
made by Mexicans in the emplcy of a 
former resident of the valley, for the 
purpose of packing shakes and wood 
from the elevated timber-lands of the 
mountain, and one would think that 
it must have been an expensive and 
dangerous project, as it is over ten 
miles in length and reaches ar alti- 
tude of over 3000 feet. | 

Half way up the extent of the trail 
you come upon evidences of former 
habitation. <A little beyond the “first 
water’ there is an old shanty or two, 
at one time dwelling, blacksmith shop 
and stable, but now time-worn relics 
of former comfort and utility. Still 
further along are a peach orchard and 
apiary, both through neglect desolate 
reminders of a one-time sweetness. 

In fact the whole scene is well calcu- 


j lated to call up all the enthuse there is 


in a being and enough to make one wish 
for the brush of a Landseer with a 
slight dash of Van Ostade in it. But 


; when you reach the mountain top you 


want to gather in the scene and show 
to the world the beauty there is in 
this rigktiy called country.” 

In order to get our party up to the 
Peak I must return to solemn facts and 
stern reality, which are the burthen of 
my theme. You may soar, Pegasus- 
like, over the hills of imagination or 
the expanse of thought, but you car 
soar and soar until you are sores all 


{ over, before you reach ‘*Wilson’s Peak’”’ 


without some pretty tall serambling. 

With just a casual mention of an 
accident in which “Gid Lemons’’ got 
off the trai] and down the slope where 
we held him half suspended until he: 
made up his mind to try and save 
bacon, I will proceed about a mile up 
the trail to where we left our beasts, 
and burdens. It will be necessary ‘to 


{ thecompleteness of this article though, 


to recount George’s experience in the 
foregoing accident, who, when the 
horse. lost his eguipoise narrowly es- 
caped a hurried departyre from this 
world of trials, broncho piugs end 
Sunday excursions. 
\was leading the animal with a rope 
and ailthe confidence of mind over 
matter, when, arriving at a steep place 
in the path, the horse sought to make 
the ascent regardless of obstacles. 
blows from the horse’s fore-feet. The 
were both rolling down hillin com- 
pany. George was stopped by a sage 


, brush and seized the opportunity to 


sort himself out from emongst the 
horse. He then grasped tae lines and 
with my assistance succeeded 1n saving 
Old Lemons from a protracted slide 
into eternity. 

After leaving the horses we toiled 
on to the ruins before mentioned where 
we tunched, thence to the summit, 
at a tremendous expenditure of 
streugth and endurance. 

Pausing long enough to take 1n the 
country, some grub and a little aqua- 
hfortis, we recited some of our child- 
hood’s proudest couplets such as ‘‘My 
name is Norval,’’ “Lay me fdown and 
save the flag,’ me in my little 
bed,” &c., then registering a vow that 
the next time we climbed the “trail” 
we wouldn’t climb it, we prepared to 
deseend. 

The trip up the mountain was ac 
complished in about five hours’ time, 
but we made the descent in about 
three hours, consuming altogether 
from start to finish ten hours, 
had supper upon our return to camp, | 
by which time it was dark. Then, 
hitching up, we lit our tobacco and 
settled ourselves for a good, comfort- 
able ride of fifteen miles.

Then there were a few poems, 
like those of Homer, filled with = 
stury of the exciting adventures of 
warriors, like those who laid scige to 
the ancient city of Troy. I do not 
fancy that it would be easy to find a 
bright-eyed, intelligent. boy or girl’ 
anywhere who would notienjoy reading 
about the grand exploits that Ho- 
mer describes in his charming 
poem. These poems were written four 
or five hundred years. before Alexan- 
der’s boyhood. Alexander, as he grew 


older, had a very nice teacher, whose | 
f| Jersey and W. M. Evarts of New York.

But there was no 
book store where he could buy a book 
even for a prince, for book stores were 
not.the fashion in those early times. 
So he looked about for some person 
who could write well, and he select. d 
one who transcribed the poems very 
carefully and elegantly, and you can 
fancy how delighted. and proud the 
young Alexander was, when Aristotle, 
his wise master, presented him with 
this fine copy of Homer. EveryWhere 
he went he carried it with him, into 
his camps on the battlefield, and into 


While a boy Alexander showed evi- 
dence of being very ambitious. He 
wanted to be a great warrior, and 
lead mighty armies, and conquer new 
countries.» His father, Philip, was a 
great soldier and was very successful 
in conquest. Alexander early grew 
troubled over this, for he was afraid 
that his father woald conquer all the 
world and leave.nothing for him to do. 

Those ancient people, though very 
wise in some things, knew but com- 
paratively little about the size of the 
earth. No Cotumbus had then crossed 
the seas and discovered the great con- 
tinents and the islands that lie on this 
side of the Atlantic. They had no 
steamers in those days to sail over the 
wide ocean, but only slow-sailing ves- 
sels, and they did not like to push 
out far into unknownseas. Alexander 
would not have been troubled about 


before he could make his escape, and. 
he was cut to pieces. | ae 
As soon as possible the pcople 
made the young Alexander King in 
place of his father. He was only @ 
boy nineteen years of age, but still 
he was so manly and what he said 
was so pleasing to the people 
that they looked with pride and con 
fidence upon him, feeling sure that he 
would govern them wisely.

EDWARD J. PHELPS. 
The appointment of Edward J. 
Phelps of Burlington, Vermont, to

S. Phelps, was a prominent lawyer 
and Whig politician of his day, hav- 
ing for several years occupied the 
position of: Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Vermont, and was twice in 
tie State Senate. The new minister 
studied law with Senator Edmunds. 
He is an ex-President of the American 
Bar Association. He has also been 
prominent in the counsels of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and was several times 
their candidate for Governor of Ver 

mont, but has, as ‘far as known, held 
no public office. Asa lecturer before 
the graduating class of Yale, he is 
most popular with the students, and 
his convictions on the tariff question 
incline tofreetrade. Heis counsel for 
the Vermont Central Railroad. Whilst 
serving On a committee of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association which was ap- 
pointed to consider the subject ot the 


relief of the pressure of business in the 


Supreme Court of the United States, 
Mr. Phelps was most prominent in 
debate, which is more remarkable 
when we consider that the committee 
was made up of such menfas John W.

How Obstinate Sick Horses May 
Be Given Liquid Food. 


PROFITS OBTAINED IN MULE RAISING. 


Farm Notes. 


‘Liquid Foed for Sick Horses. 

In many instances the throat of a 
horse is so inflamed from some cause 
that it is exceedingly diflicult-for him 
to swallow food even in a liquid state. 
At such time there is another grave 
difficulty with horses that have never 
been accustomed to liquid food, or to 
water that has flour mingled with it. 
In cases where the animal is possessed 
of an unusual fastidious taste, let the 
eye be blindfolded so that the brute 
cannot see the liquid that is offered. 
Then ullow him to taste of water as 
the pail is held up to his nose, and 
have another pail containing hay-tea, 
which should be of the same tempera- 
ture'as the water. A horse can often 


more of the liquid. | | 
-In many instances a_ horse can 
induced to swallow thick gruel, when 


linseed meal. Wheat flour can some- 
times be mingled with water, so that a 
horse will swallow all that may -be 
desirable for him to take. Tea made 
of linseed meal, or oil meal, or even 
cotton seed meal, may be employed to 
make aggro liquid for a horse 
that can not swallow food. 
Let a quart of the meal be put in a 
tin pail with two gallons or more of 
hot water, and let it be stirred rapidly | 
a3 the meal is putin. Then allow the 
mass to stand for half an hour in the 
pail, covered closely. Dilute with cold | 
water, and hold the pail up to the an- 
imal’s nose. If a horse even refuses to 
drink.the liquid, let his eyes be blind—- 
folded. If borses have been accus— 
tomed to eat linseed meal they will 
usually drink such liquid with 
avidity. 
When a horse is suffering from dis— 
temper or sore throat from any cause, 
so that the organs of deglutition are 
so much inflamed as to incapacitate 
the beast from swallowing solid food, 
the strength may be maintained‘en 
tirely by preparing liquid food. For 
a change hay-tea may |e prepared 
quite strong and given in lieu of 
water. Whena horse refuses a ceitain 
kind of liquid food, let another be 
prepared, 
Beets, carrots or other roots may be 
reduced to a pulp in extreme cases for 
animals that cannot masticate and 
swallow rough food. Let the roots be 
boiled, worked through a colander, 
some wheat flour or oatmeal be 
mingled with the mass, and water. 
added to render it of a proper con- 
sistency for the animal to drink. A

Working Butter. 

‘The almost unanimous testimony of 
dairy authorities 1s that the old pro- 
cess of ‘‘working over” butter is now 
far better accomplished by the brine 
process of washing. The Herald was 
not over bold enough to say that the 
brine process of washing butter was 
in reality the greatest modern im- 
provement in butter making. It the 
process of churning be carried to a 
point where the butter will be 
gathered in a large lump it will have 
ill through the lump more or less but- 
termilk, in which buttermilk there 
will of course be membranous or 
caseous and other solid matter. Not 
only will the grain of the butter be in- 
jured by the kneading required to re- 
move this buttermilk, but the knead- 
‘ing will remove little else than ihe 
liquid of the buttermilk, leaving much 
of its solid matter incorporated 
with the butter. The kneading 
of the butter tends oaly to 
-press and solidify all the solid 
‘matter-of the mass, squeezing out only 


liquid, leaving the real elements of de- 


tracting influences. Thisis the only 
process by which any defects of. bit- 
térness or taint in the cream can _ be 
remedied and the grain of the butter 
saved. The bitter tastes that often at- 
tack cream is not a change in the 
composition of the butter globule, but 
the elements that exist in cream like 
caseine, sugar and other matters; and 
when these exist the butter fats may 
not foratime be seriously affected, 
and if churned and washed clear with 
weak, cold brine, thése destroying in- 
fluences will be absorbed and carried 
out, leaving a food butter as_ the re- 
sult. When itis attempted to take 
out this buttermilk by working, only 
the moisture can be removed, leaving 
the solids that contain the real cause 
behind, and the loss that follows will 
be from this cause. The remedy is in 
ames more freyuently and. brine 
ashing the partially gathered ‘mass.

The door should always 
swing itseif shut. .The place ‘above 
the trough should be occupied by a 
close-fitting gate swinging on hinges 
from above, so as to swing over the 
trough while the swill is being poured 
in. It can then be -wung back again 
and securely fastened. This arrange- 
ment, besides its convenience, will 
gave. its cost in a very short time in 
the swill that would otherwise be 
spilled over the pigs’ heads.

oil continually ooges up and 
calms the otherwise troubled waters. 

Prof. Poleck, of Breslau, finds that 
the “house-fungus’’ (Merulius laery- 
mans), which is becoming extensively | 
spread in Europe, is most destructive 
to woods containing’ most mineral 
matters; and, as such constituents are 
several times more abundant in trees 
when in sap than iu the cold season 
he recommends that timber be cu 
late in winter. 

It appears from observations made 
in Frange that the development of 
vegetable life is retarded by an aver- 
age of nearly four days for each addi- 
tional 100 yards of altitude. The 
atrival of the chimney swallow is de- 
layed about two days for each increase 
of 100 yards in height. :

The Solar Corona—The most im- 
pressive feature of a total eclipse of 
the sun is the corona, the aureole of 
light, at other times invisible, which 
surrounds the Hidden disc and sends 
oit rays far into space. Dr. W. Hug- 
gins, who has succeeded in photo- 
graphing the corona without the aid 
of an eclipse, remarks that it 1s vari- 
ously explained as coming from a 
gaseous svlar atmosphere, from matter 
ejected by the sun, froma ring of 
meteoric matter, from comet’s tails 
and from meteor streams. traveling 
at a distance from the sun but illumi- 
nated by it. He concludes, however, 
that the phenomenon Is a complex one, 
in the production of which each of the 
suggested causes may play some part. 
A very thin gaseous atmosphefe prob- 
ably surrounds the solar globe, but 
the coronal hght must be reflected 
from solid articlesin that atmosphere. 
The existence of one particle in acubic 
mile would account for the corona. 

Experiments have been made in 
France with electricity as an agent 
to prevent the incrustation of boilers. 
The passage of a current through a 
boiler not only caused the impurities 
of the water to Settle as a loose pow- 
der, but detached the old incrustation. 

-An accident in a Melbourne foundry 
has led to the discovery that plunging 
iron castings into a mixture of treacle 
and water softens the metal to such 
a degree that it can be punched, 
bored and tapped. as readily as 
wrought iron. 

A. botanical phenomenon was wit- 
nessed last season on the shore of 
Todos Santos Bay, Lower California, 
where an apple tree blossomed and 
bore large, perfect fruit on its trunk, 
an inch from the ground. 

A January fog in London, lasting 
part of one day, cost more than $25,- 
000 for extra gas used in consequence. 

Life of Ancient America.—The 
gigantic animals which existed in the 
western part of the United States dur- 
ing the tertiary age, and which con- 
stitute an order known to science as 
the Dinocerata, for the subject of an 
elaborate treatise by Prof. O. C. 
Marsh, of Yale College. A basin %n 
Wvoming Territory, drained by Green 
river, is the only locality 1n the world 
where remains of these creatures have 
been found. This basin, now from 


6000 to 8000 feet above  sea-. 
level, is the site of an ancient 
lake on whose borders the great 


beasts, nearly equalling elephants in 
size roamed in great numbers, and in 
which many of them were entombed. 
In the same region ancestral forms of 
the tapir, the horse and the pig 
flourishea at the same geological 
period, and the lake swarmed with 
crocodiles, tortoises, snakes and fishes, 
whileiits shores were fringed with 
palms and other plants which are now 
characteristic of the tropics. Prof. 
Marsh believes the age of great mam- 
mals to be past, and that the elephants 
must soon disappear from the earth. 


New Solution of an Old Puzzle-—A 
German physicist attributes the well- 
known phenomon of the apparent en- 
largement of the suu and moon, when 
rising or setting, to two, physiological 
causes. One is the greater sensitive- 
ness of the eye to angular magnitudes 
when seen horizontally; and the other 
isan effect of the dilation of the pupil 
under the feebler light reaching us 
from the heavenly bodies when near 
the horizoa, such dilation tending: to 
magnify the images received. He 
finds experimental proof of these theo- 
ries, and shows the absurdity of the 
common explanation that intervening 
objects. enable us better to estimate 
the real size of the sun and moon.

FRENCH LEMON CUSTARN. 

Milk, one quart; eggs, four; lemon, 
one; sugar, six ounces. Put the sugar 
in the milk and use only the lemon 
peel; boil the milk, sugar and peel 
fifteen or twenty minutes; beat the 
yolks of the eggs toa cream and add 
to the boilitg milk; boil till all is 
thick. I never use the whites of the. 
eggs, but if any like to they can, but 
they must be whipped to a froth and 
one pint more of milk added. | 

BROILED TOMATOES. 

Select firm, ripe tomatoes, cut them 
in two, and place them upon a well- 
greased doublé broijing iron. ~Put 
them over.a clear fire and broil, first 
on one side and then on the other.’

They Meet and Organize a Pomo- 
logical Society. 


VIGOROUS ACTION AGAINST ‘ SECT PESTS 


Resolutions Offered and Adopted — Quarterly 
Meetings to Be Held--A Synopsis of 
the Discussion. 


An adjourned meeting of the horti- 
culturists of Los Angeles county was 
held yesterday at ‘the Board of Trade 
rooms, Quite a large delegation from 
the country was present and the city 
was also well represented. The meet- 
ing was called to order by President 
Hamilton, who made a brief address. 
He strongly recommended the appoint- 
ment of a committee on resolutions to 
prepare an address to at Board of 
Supervisors, urging the importance of 
framing a law to control the insect pest 


evil. He read a petition which the 


time ago and sent to the board, but 
action on it had been deferred, owing 


to the probability of the Legis- 
lature’s passing a bill which 
would cover the case. We have 


the law now, but, on examination it 
seems to be worthless, and better results 
cau be attained by making use of the 
old act of two years 4go, which has not 
been repealed, and which places the 
whole matter in the hands of Boards of 
Supervisors. The Board can appoint 
district inspectors and give them a per 
diem for their services, which need not 
be more than is allowed deputy as- 
sessors. Probably, in most districts, 
the inspectors would not draw pay for 
more than twenty or twenty-five days 
in the year, and the sum spent, in com- 
parison with the benefits derived, 
would be trifling. It is use- 
less to expect inspectors to do 
effective work unless they receive 
some compensation. Moral suasion 
with persons having infected orchards 
is not sufficient. Probably in the prin- 
cipal fruit growing districts nine out of 
every ten of the orchardists are willing to 
clean their trees, but the tenth one will 
be obstinate aud must be made to feel 
the strong Hand of the law. 

Mr, Workman desired'to hear from 
the -Committee on Organization. By 
request Mr. Hamilton, of the committee, 
then read a constitution for the society 
which he had prepared. This, with a 
number of amendments, was_ subse- 
quently adopted. The constitution with 
these amendments is as follows: 
CONSTITUTION OF THE | POMOLOGICAL 

SOCIETY. 


shall be known as the Los Angeles County 
Pomological Society, and the object shali 
be to encourage the culture of all kinds of 
fruit to which our climate and soil are 
adapted, and the destruction of all fruit 
pests, and also to provide for the holding 
of an annual horticultural fair. 

Art. 2. Any person may become a 
member of this society by paying into the 
treasury the sum of $3 and by signing 
this constitution.. 

Art. 8. The officers of this society shall 
bo a president, three vice-presidents, sec- 
retary, treasurer and entomologist, who 
shall perform the duties usually devolv- 
ing upon such officers, and shall consti- 
tute a board of trustees to hold in trust 
all property obtained by purchase or 
otherwise, and shall hold office one year 
and until their successors are elected. 

ArT. 4. Regular meetings of this soci- 
ety shall be held on the first Saturday of 
April, July, October and January. The 
annual meeting shall be held in Los An- 
geles on the first Saturday of April, at 
which the officers shall be elected for the 
ensuing year. . In case the regular meet- 
ing day shall come upon a legal holiday, 
then the meeting shall be postponed until 
the Saturday following. A special meet- 
ing can be called at any time by the Pres- 
ident. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of each 
member to pay into the treasury at the 
opening of the annual meeting, each year, 
the sum of one dollar as annual dues. 

Art. 6, This constitution may be al- 
tered or amended at any regular meeting 
by a two-thirds vote. : 

The report of the committee was ac— 
cepted and the committee discharged. 
COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS.

AN AITACK ON DR. CHAPIN. 

B. M. Lelong moved that action be 
taken towards framing a petition asking 
Dr. Chapin, State Inspector of Fruit 
Pests, to resign, and if he declined to 
do so, that a committee-of three be ap— 
pointed totake measures to secure his 
removal. | 

Some discussion followed, and finally, 
on motion of Mr, Weiie, it was decided 
to appoint a committee of three to cor- 
respond with the State Board of Horti- 
culture concerning the competency of 
Dr. Chapin for the position he holds. 

The Chair appointed Messrs. Weile, 
Clark and Lelong as such committee. 

On motion the Secretary read the 
new law relating to insect pests. 

Dr. Congar thought more depended 
upon the action of individuals than 
could be accomplished by any law. He 
urged the importance of individuals 
taking up the question. | 


Mr. Hamilton cailed Mr. Weile to the 
chair und fora few minutes discussed 
the situation as it appeared to the fruit 
growers of the Santa Ana valley. Their 
conclusion is that little can be ac- 
complished without a stringent law. 

Dr. Congar thought the most 
effective method of forcing orchardists 
to clean their trees would be for com- 
mission merchants and in 
oranges to make a difference in the 
price of smutty fruit sufficient to 
awaken careless growers to the result 
of their neglect. | 

Mr. Hamilton said that would be all 
right if people could be made to see 
their -own interests. Asarule, how- 
ever, @ man with an infested orchard 
becomes indifferent. He refuses to take 
any precautions, says there is nothing 
to be made in raising oranges, and lets 
the pest go cn spreading, until it in- 
fects the whole neighborhood. : 

Mr. Weile thought that not only 
should the county inspectors be paid, 
but they should be allowed to appoint 
deputies Deputies can often do more 
effective work than sca ‘The 
compensation can be given the princi- 
pals, who in turn will pay the deputies. 

On motion of Mr. Lelong, the con- 
vention then took a recess for the pur- 
pose of permitting the Committee on 
Resolutions to prepare their report. 

AN INFORMAL DISCUSSION. 

During the recess an informal dis- 
cussion took place among those remain- 
ing on the subject of the old and new 

aw. G. Compere, manager cf K, 
Cohn’s orchard on San Pedro street, 
gave his experience with remedies. He 
had tried those recommended by the 
very best authorities and had had very 
poor success. At one time he thought 
his orchard clean. The remedies used 
stripped the trees of leaves and they 
were blown about by the.wind, spread- 
ing the pest in every direction. He did 
not think any of the remedies 
thus far recommended worthy of 
a trial The best results with 
him have been attained by topping 
tbe trees and then scrubbing them with 
a mixture of refuse soap, which can be 
obtained from the Log Angeles Soap 
Company for $1 a barrel. The soap 
kills the stale and does not injure the 
tree. 

Dr. Congar said the San Gabriel 
orange grower shave succeeded 1n erad- 
icating the scale by the use of the reme- 
dies generally recommended. They did 
not permit the leaves and branches to 
be scattered around, but burned them 
immediately. 


Mr. Compere said that lately he had 
burned all the limbs he had cut off. 
His method was to lay the branches on 
the ground near ‘the tree, and during 
the night the insects on the ground set- 
tled on them. In the morning he burned 
the piles the first thing. AlIl the weeds 
and shrubs near infected trees should 
be cleared off and burned.

We also ask that it shall bea part of 
the duty of said inspectors to imme- 
diately prosecute any and all persons who 
fail to comply with the requirements of 
this ordinance and collect said fines by 
due course of law and pay the same to the 
County Treasurer, and we ask that the 
District Attorney be instructed to assist 
in and conduct such prosecutions.

A FLOBIDA OPINION.

‘‘Nothing containing oil or grease should 
ever be used upon a living, breathing tree 

(they exclude air and moisture and should 
never be used on a plant or tree), for you 
cannot show me an orange grove in Flori- 
do where oils or grease of any kind have 
been used fora term of five years, but I 
will show you a badly diseased grove, usu- 
ally with the die-back.’’ 

Mr. Weile said he made this state- 
ment to show that as yet the matter of 
remedies for tree pests is but little 
understood, and fruit-growers have much 
to learn. :
